When the American landed in Cali- 
fornia he feund the vast plains lying 
in their primitive wildness, and for 
several years it was the universal be- 
lief that no creps would ever grow. 
Even when it was found that with ir- 
rigatien the soil was productive, no 

' ene ever thought the whole country 
would raise grain witleut artificial 
fids. It was looked upon just exact- 
ly as @tside lands are to-day in Ne- 
vada. It is our firm belief that there 
are tracts of land in this state that 
will produce good wheat, barley, and 
grasses, and bring them to perfection 
without a bit of artificial irrigation. 
We believe there are other and far 
larger tracts that will, if plowed deep 
‘and sewed in the fall with wheat or 
barley, grow geod hay. Of course, 
we hear at once the cry of “Noun- 
sense” from those who see that this is 
net dene now. The mass of humanity 
believe te be impossible whatever has 
aot been done for a couple of hundred 
years before their time. To such we 
simply say, look at Frank Dickinson’s 
fields of wheat in Wionemucca valley 
the first time you go through to Ore- 
gen. He has raised twenty bushels 
to the acre for fourteen years, without 
aditch. Leok at Chamberlain's bar- 
ley patch on the Susanville road, er, 
better still, look at a little piece of 
wheat just east of the bridge this side 
of Verdi, sown last fall by M. Benitz. 
{t is stronly rooted now and will make 
good hay, altheugh it bas never been 
wet except by snow and rain. Lemon's 
valley, Spanish Springs valley, and 
mapy five pieces of land in the coua- 
try have patches that need only the 
industry of an intelligeat farmer te 
make them productive and valuable. 
We look with the greatest interest up- 
onall experiments in this line, and 


would be glad to be informed of thé 


results. If such a possibility can be 
established, Nevada has little need to 
regret the exhaustion of two or three 
Cemstocks.

these, there are about 1,330,000 men 


who, theugh neminally belonging to 
the army and liable tu serve in certain 
contingencies, have received no train- 
ing. Against these figures the Ger- 
mans have to show in the active army 
401,000, in the reserve 500,000, in the 
landwehr 580,000, and in the lands- 
turm 1,030,000—making in all 2,511,- 
000 men who have received some 
amount of military training, besides 
3,345,000 men who have received no 
military training. In cavalry the 
Germans have the advantage, the 
figures for the two countries being 
91,000 men and 70,000. In artillery 
the numerical advant is with the 
French, the figures being, for France 
2,442 guns, and for Germany 2,124 
guns. The immense drain of laber 
which the maintenance of this army 
must impose upon France is in addi- 
tion to, net in lieu ef, a drain ef 
money. The army estimates new 
reach $142,500,000 yearly.

berries, nuts, and flowers. The sage 
brush is neither useful or ernamental, 
and the willew divides its honors, and 
there is hardly a bush or tree, except 
the nut pine, that contributes te 
man's necessities. There is no rea- 
son why we should not multiply our 
present variety of fruit and nut trees 
by ten. The date palm will grow 
well, for it is a hardier tree than mest 
people think. It is raised as far north 
as the Sith degree of latitude. It 
may not bear fruit in Nevada, but it 
is a beautiful tree and should be raised. 
for an ornament. The tea plant ought 
te grow successfully here. It is at home 
in temperate climates like ours,and will 
grow well in all parts of the United 
States. Perhaps Nevada is especially 
adapted to it. We cannot tell until 
we try. Let some one experiment and 
report to the GazeTre. Plant the 
bushes five feet apart each way. Gen. 
LeDuc, of the agricultural depart- 
ment at Washington, will supply 
roets. The walnut, ash, oak, and 
many others valuable for fruit and 
fibre would unquestionably flourish 
well here. tes

The legislature also 
gave $35,000 for areform school, to be 
built within five miles of here, and 
enough besides to put in order the 1n- 
sane asylum already here. All this, 
with private improvements, will make 
it lively for twe years. Our surround- 
ing country is rich and reliable and 
we are the railroad center of the state, 
so that this is almest certain to bea 
great city. Kansas is receiving an 
enormeus emigration. Indeed, it 
seems as if the east must be almost 
empty, but we suppose they are hard- 
ly missed whocome. Even California 
and Nevada are contributing to our 
swelling population. The negro emi- 
grants are scattering. Many hire eut; 
some buy garden patches; others 
rent on shares, and all seem ready to 
go to work and to stay. Ne deubt is 
felt here as to their future, which de- 

nds entirely on themselves, as there 
is plenty of reom. 


BAD FOR EL DORADO. 


El Dorado ceunty does not want the 
new constitution. Some years ago 
bonds to the extent of three hundred 
thousand dollars were voted to the 
Sacramento valley road and when they 
came due the supervisors refused to 
pay them, for the reason that the road 
was enly built as far as Shingle Springs 
The courts held, however, that the 
county was liable for the bonds, Be-

The ceunty tax 
and all necessary business have been 
arranged by the legislature. The new 
law prohibits the legislature from run- 
ning the business of any county, se 
that El Dorade will be caught at last, 
and a tax of 20 per cent. will have te 
be levied to pay its debt.

The court overruled 
the motion fer continuance, but grant- 
ed time until 1 o'clock Pp. m. for the 
counsel for the defense to get the 
sworu statement of some respectable 
San Francisco physician telegraphed 
up, certifying te Mr. Parkinson's ill- 
ness. Atl o'clock no dispatch hav- 
ing been received and Mr. Parkinson 
not putting in an appearance, his bail! 
bond was declared ferfeited. A bench 
warrant was issued for his re-arrest, 
and U.S. Marshal Ash went down to 
San Francisco Tuesday night for the 


purpese of serving it. 

‘Thorsday Mr. Parkinson ar- 
rived on the everland express, which 
gets here at 2:404.m. Being very 
sick on his arrival he teok a bed at 
the Lake house, with the intention of 
taking the 7:35 train for Carson. He 
was so unwell, however, when the 
lightning train arrived that he re- 
mained in bed. 

Learning of Mr. Parkivson’s pres- 
ence in town, a GAZETTE reporter 
called en him at his room in the Lake 
house. The old gentleman was still 
in bed, afd ap te be very ill 
and feeble. He stated to the reporter 
that he was afflicted with Bright’s 
kidney disease, which had greatly 
troubled him of late. He had been 
prostrated with the malady several 
times during his stay in San Francisco.

A PROMISING BUSINESS. 


A Valuable Animal which Multiplies 
and Waxes Fat on a Sage Brush Diet. 


The Angora goats interest promises 
be a very important ene in Nevada. 
It is doubtful if any state in the Union 
is 80 well adapted to their constitution 
as this, for the reason that no other 
state has so littlé moisture in the at- 
mosphere and in the soil. That kind 
of cattle go splashing around ina the 
eastern states and get foot rot, scab 


profits. Here the beasts ream sbeut 
among the hills, picking up a geod 
Miving om bigh, rocky land that would 
be utterly useless for any ether pur- 


pose. They are seldom sick er ailing 
and live to a geod age. The meat is 
as good as muttoa, the pelts growing 
in value, and the quality of the wool 
improving with each generation. In 
the vicinity of the goat ranches be- 
tween here and Verdi, the sage brush 
on the sides of the hills is cleared of 
every leaf and sheot.. The stems alene 
remain and look like dead brush. 
They even seem to prefer this bitter 
diet to buach grass. The herds are 
started with common mothers and a 
fine Angora ram, The balf-breeds are 
then bred with full-bloeded stock, and 
in a very few years the fleece is ve 
near as fine as the noble patriarc 
frem which they There are 
several large herds already and the in- 
crease ceunts up very fast. Mr. Rob- 
erts has 1500 head and but fer two 
much care weuld have a great mary 
kids. He kept the herd housed up 
too much during the winter, and they 
dropped their young very early, lesing 
a great many mothers and kids both. 
Merrill, at Verdi, has 1000 head. 
Benitz, at the bridge, has 600 en the 
shares, besides 150 kids. The herd 
will be increased still further by 150 
or 200 more kids.

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~_gBIOGRAPHICAL SKETCHES. 


Rev. C. McKelvey, Presiding Elder of 
Reno District, and Pastor of the 
M. E. Church. 


- To the Seotch Irish steck which 
has given America so many geod men 
and true, our Methodist brethren are 
indebted for their present paster. Mr. 
McKelvey was born in Leeds county, 
Ontario, Canada, Nov. 13, 1833, which 
probably explains the hitherto un- 
known cause of the brilliaat meteoric 
shower which fell feur days before. 
From infancy his mind was trained in 

_ the strictest orthodox beliefs by his 
parents, who were sturdy members of 

the church of England. At the age 
of 20 he became a convert te the 

Methedist faith, and two years later 

entered the ministry with the charge 

of a large country circuit southeast of 

Montreal on the border of Vermont 

and Maine. Aftertwo years of this 


life he was given the William street 
eharch ia Yorkville, upper Canada 
During these three years the young 
- minister felt constantly the lack ef a 

‘Classical education. Having been ed- 
ucated for business pursuits he had 
the advantage of but limited literary 
training in early life. He is, in fact, 

A SELF MADE MAN. 

At the close of his year at Yorkville, 
which was very successful, Mr. Mc- 
Kelvey entered the theelogical insti- 
tute of the Methodist church, where a 
number ef his friends were pursuing 


their studies, with the intention of 
taking ar course of classics, 
theolegy and medicime; but close 
plication together with the demands 
to fill pulpits temperarily, brouglit on 
congestion of the brain, which for 
nearly three years rendered bim wna 
ble to read for half an hour at a time, 
much less preach. But rest and com- 
munien with nature, in field and 
wood, on river and lake, restored the 
overtaxed energies, and at the expira- 
tion of five years he re-entered the 
ministry, filling with credit and accept- 
ability the pulpits ef his church in the 
cities of Montreal, Galt and Hamil- 
ton. An ardent lover of repubhcan 
institutions, he left Canada in the 
summer of 1870 and turned his face 
toward the Golden Gate. Upon reach- 
ing Omaha he was prevailed on to ac- 
cept the pastorate of the church then 
vacant at Fremont, Nebraska, and for 
five years was a member of that.con- 
ference. The last year ef his stay in 
Nebraska he was chesen by a large 
ity to be chaplain of the state 
senate. In the fall of 1875 be was 
transferred by Bishop Peck to this 
state, stationed at Virginia City, and 
took charge of the church on the first 
Sabbath in September. On the 
26th ef October, church, parsonage 
and all the property belonging there- 
to was destroyed by fire. Owing to 
the severity of the winter, building 
could net be commenced before spring. 
Meanwhile furds were collected in 
Califernia and the east, and on the 
first of April, 1876, the work ef re- 
building began, and on the first Sab- 
bath in August thechurch was opened 
for divine service—the first church 
opened after the Gre. During this 
time a second fire eccurred June 19, 
1876, and he was stripped of oT, 
thing—library, clothing, bousehold 
goods, and himself severely burned. 
ree years, the full term of the 
Methodist pasterate, were speut’in 
Virginia City, during which time the 
membership of the church was doubled 
and the Sabbath scheol and congrega- 
tion increased from abeut fifty to three 
hundred. The church enjoyed a 
larger measure of success financially, 
socially and spiritually than ever be- 
fore. Probably few men of the Metli-' 
odist church on the Pacific coast could’ 
have accomplished so much in the 
same length ef time, and suffered so’ 
many losses as cheerfully; and there’ 
are be ‘fany, who can vow draw 80 
large a congregation in Virginia City 
ashe. Upon the expiration of his 
term of service in Virginia City Mr. 
McKelvey was ordered to Rene where 
his labors have been very acceptably 
received, as they well deserve to. His 
time has been entirely deveted to his 
church, which has improved wonder- 
fully net only spiritually but in tem- 
matters as well. The building 
been overhaul and greatly 
changed for the better. He is very 
popular with his congregation and the 
citizens generally. He strikes strang- 
ers very favorably indeed. His form 
‘is manly. His flowing waburn beard 
‘aud genial smile are prepossessing and 
inspire confitence. Mr, McKelvey is 
a benedict of twelve years’ standing, 
and is the xauther and half preprietor 
of two fine mavly little fellows who 
take up the whole street when they 
turn out fora game of ball er mar- 
bles.

They Report the Collection of Illegal 
Fees by Some of the County Officers. 


In the District Court of the Second 
Judicial District, Washoe county, Ne- 
vada, April 22, 1879. 

To rue Honorasie District Court: 
The Grand Jury, by their foreman, J. 

E. Jones, Esq., begs leave to report that 

they have found four true bills, and ig- 

nored the c es in the following cases: 

State of Nev vs. Newton Williams; 

State of Nevada vs. Ah Tong; State of 

Nevada vs. Joseph Hasman. 

That two true bills have been re- 
submitted and considered by the Grand 
Jury, and they have on re-consideration 
found in lieu of the bills re-submitted 
two true bills. 

That the several committees composed 
of members of the Grand Jury have 
been appointed, to-wit: 

On Sentiention of the Books of the 
penne yates 4 Bell, A. A 

ley and E. C. McKinney. 

On Sencinetion and Inspection of the 
Court House and Jail—Robert Steele, 
F, Lemmon and J. L. McFarlin. 

On Examination of the County Hos- 
ital—George Alt, G. W, Sawyer and 
ohn Douglas. 

That the reports of said séveral com- 
mittees have been received respectively. 
adopted by the Grand Jury as the report 
of the Grand Jury, are hereunto an- 
nexed and made a part of this report. 

The Grand Jury, after hearing evi- 
dence and the report of their special 
committee, have come to the conclusion 
that a large sum of money has been ta- 
ken from the Treas by overc 8 
and the collection of illegal fees on the 
part of ex-Sheriff Lamb, ex-County 
Clerk Comstock, Sheriff Walker, Coun- 
ty Clerk Parish, and Constable Avery of 
Reno Township, more clearly made ap- 
parent by the recent decision of the Su- 
preme Court in the Washoe-Humboldt 
case, and as otherwise alleged in this re- 
port. The various sums of money were 
charged undoubtedly through a mis- 
construction of the & and not with 
criminal intent. Hence this Grand Jury 
have not found an indictment against 
these parties for extortion or malfeas- 
ance in office. The Grand Jury believe, 
however, that the money should be re- 
turned into the Treasury, and if the 

ns named are unwilling or refuse 
to cover the money into the Treasury 
we demand that the Board of Commis- 
sioners, at their next meeting, shall 
take such agion and make such orders 
as will authorize and direct the District 

Attorney of Washoe county to com- 

mence such suit or suits as may be 

eee and necessary against the parties 

erein named, for the recovery and re- 
turn to the County Treasury of all illegal 
fees charged and collected from said 
county by them dnd each of them 
during their late or present term of 
office. 

In the future, we demand of the Com- 
wissioners the disallowance of all 
tharges for fees or service rendered, 
complained of this Jury as illegal, even 
though the same may not have been 
— determined upon; thus the 

urden of the proof will be thrown 
upon the officer or officers making such 
seth and the legality of the same be 
tested by the party mostly interested. 

We refer the Commissioners to the 
law as found in clauses 3,075, 3,076 
3,078, 3,082, Compiled Laws, Vol. 2. 


J. E. Jones, Esq., Foreman, and Gentle- 
men of the Grand Jury: 

Your committee appointed to examine 
the books and accounts of the present 
county officers beg leave to report, as 
follows: 

We have carefully examined the books, 
accounts and bills of the various offieers. 


COUNTY CLERE. 


We find the books, etc., kept in a neat 
and business-like manner, and find he 
has charged for services rendered County 
Commissioners, as follows: January, 
$10 85; February, $20 30; March, 
$20 65—total, $51 80—which in our 
opinion should not be charged against 
the county. (See annexed r, 
marked A, foritems. See clauses 3,075 
and 3,076 Compiled Laws, Vol. II. In 
January bill we find charge: Receiving 
and filing bond, 75c; making bond, $3; 
justification, $1; surety and certificate, 
$1 50; taking bond, $1—total, $6 25. 
We can find no law that taxes costs of 
this kind to the county, and'believe it 
should be a charge against defendant 
and not the county. We also find in 
February bill a charge: Issuing 17 grand 
jury certificates, $17; issuing 32 trial 
ury certificates, $32. In view of the 
decision of the Supreme Court in case 
of Washoe County vs. Humboldt this 
charge is incorrect. 

SHERIFF. 


Here we find books in good shape. 
We find in January bill 10 charges for 
taking prisoner before court, $20; in 
February 3 charges for taking insane 
before court, $6—total, $26—which by 
above mentioned decision of Supreme 
Court are incorrect. 


AUDITOR. 

We have examined the books, papers 
and office of the County Auditor and 
find éverything in order—books neatly 
kept and papers neatly filed. 

TREASURER. 

We examined books, etc., of the 
Treasurer, and find everything kept in 
a neat and business-like manner; his 
books corresponding in all respects with 
those of the Auditor. 

‘ASSESSOR. 


As he has only commenced upgn his 
duties, we made no examination.

Although they have 
allowed bills for County Clerk that we 
do not think correct, there is a great 
difference of opinion on these pojnts, 
and possibly we are not correct. We 
hope, for the interests of the county, 
that the Commissioners will pursue the 
course adopted for the remainder of 
their respective terms. 

In conclusion, we beg leave to thank 
the officers throughout for the cheerful 
manner and valuable assistance given to 
us, thereby assisting us very much in 
our labors.

We, the undersigned committee chos- 
en by the Grand Jury to examine the 
hospital property belonging to the coun- 
ty, would respectfully submit to the 
Grand Jury that we find the hospital 
building to be in good repair, and every- 
thing inside and out to be kept ina 
clean manner, also the fencing around 
the farm to be in good order.

We would strongly recom- 
mend the renting of the land separated 
from the hospital buildings (with the 
exception of about four acres) to the 
highest bidder for five years. We would 
further state that there are now at the 
present time twelve inmates at the hos- 
pital, and according to the contract 
made with the present proprietor, the 
terms for ten inmates or less is one 
hundred and sixty dollars per month, 
and every additional inmate over the 
number of ten, is at the rate of four 
dollars per week for board and lodging.

J. E. Jones, Foreman, Sir:—We your 
committee appointed to examine Court 
House and jail, herewith respectfully 
submit the following report: 

After a careful examination we find 
everything in good order with the excep- 
tion of the floor in the jail which should 
be either replaced entirely, or repaired 
by placing another floor on top of the 
old one. The latter method, in our 
opinion being the better of the two, hav- 
ing the effect of stre ening, etc. 

The present methed of water closet 
facilities in the jail, easing bucketa for 
that purpose is im eur opinion, offensive 
not only to the prisoners, but also to 
almost every officer inthe building. We 
would therefore recommend, and sug- 
gest that some other plan be adopted. 

We would further recommend that an 
aperture be made from the jailor’s room, 
whereby the officer on duty, could at 
all times have a view of the inside of 
the jail, without the necessity of opening 
the jail door. 

e also recommend that improve- 
ments be made in the vaults now used 
for the safe keeping of the records and 
valuable papers of the Auditor’s and Re- 
corder’s office, the present one being 
not only insecure, but also too small for 
the purpose intended, and we would 
recommend that this improvement can- 
not be made too soon.

SUPREME COURT DECISION. 


H.H Beck 
etal., Relators, vs. The Board of Coun- 
ty Commissioners of Washoe County 
et al., Respondents.

[OPINION BY HAWLFY, J. ] 


The return to the writ of certiorari, 
heretofore issued, shows that after the 
filing of the petition for the writ, by 
the relators, the board of county cow- 
missieners, ordered that the claim of 
$373 for transcribing the evidence in 
the Rever case fur the gevernor’s offi- 
“ce, be canceled off the record by the 
auditor;’ that the auditor, iw pursu- 
ance of said order, ‘‘canceled said 
claim * * * on the claim book, 
and made the necessary entry in the 
books of the county.” 

The only question, therefore, fer us 
te consider is ene of costs. 

It satisfactorily appears, from the 
return to the writ, that it was not the 
intention of the board of county com- 
missioners te ever Lave theclaim paid; 
that by a verbal understanding be- 
tween the commissioners and the aud- 
itor the claim was audited in order 
‘that it might be properly presented 
for payment to Humboldt ceuaty, and 
im Case the said claim was not allowed 
and paid by Humboldt county that no 
warrant should be issued * * *on 
the treasurer of Washoe couaty for 
its payment.’’ Upor this shewing the 
proceeding sheuld not be taxed 
against them. 

There was notbing in the public re- 
cords to show the isatentiou of the 
officers in allewing and auditing this 
claim. 


It does not appear, frem the records 
before us, that the relators had apy 
knewledye of such officers intentiens. 
They were authorized to act, and did 
act, upon the facts as shown by the 
recerds of Washee county. 

The respendents in their brief, filed 
ip suppert of their demurrer, claimed 
that the county commissioners and 
county and auditer were authorized by 
law to allow and audit this particular 
accourt. 

Under the circumstances of this case 
it is ordered that the writ be dismissed 
and that the costs of this proceeding 
be taxed against respondents.

The Best Portion of the Town 
in Ashes ! 


A Graphic Description of the 
Disaster! 


{Eureka Sentine!, April 20.) 


Early Friday afternoon the wind 
commenced to blow aperfect hurricane 
from the south. and centinued with 
unabated fury throughout the evening. 
The terrible results likely to issue from 
a conflagration were apparently real- 
ized by our fireman, and the Rescue 
Hose carrirge wes placed at the flag 
staff, as usually upon such occasions,’ 
and the companies held themselves in 
readiness. This thoughtful proceed- 
ing was not followed by any portion 
ef the citizens, whom leng freedom 


. trom fire had evidently rendered cal- 


leus to repeated warnings. The fate 
of Reno was forgotten, and from early 
eve until midnight everything went 
merry as a matriage bell. About mid- 
night,/ while the Sentinel force was 
busily engaged in their various avoca- 
tions. Mr. Cassidy turned to the 
Sentinels local and remarked that it 
would be a terrible thing should a fire 
break out en suchanight. The words 
had scarcely passed his lips ere the 
sounds of the fire bell rang out above 
the howling of the wind, and with one 


accord every man rushed from the 
office. For a moment it was the gen- 
eral impression that the alarm was 4 
false one, but a second later a bright, 
lurid flame shot up frem the Opera 
House, and in less time than it re- 
quires to record the fact, the building 
was a mass of seething flames, which 
the wind seon drove to the east and 
north, and cemmunicated to the sur- 
rounding buildings. A scene of the 
most indescribable confusion followed. 
Mechi’s restaurant was soon in flames, 
and in twenty minutes the fire had 
spread down Buel street, and commua- 
nicated te the residences on Spring 
street and the business houses on the 
east side of Main street. So rapid 
was the progress of the fire that many 

rsons who had retired for the night 

ely escaped with their lives. Many 
would not have dene so had it not 
been for the thoughtful consideration 
of friends, who in many instances 


VRAGGED THEM FROM THEIR BEDS. 


The scene was one never to be for- 
gotten. Above the shrieks of women, 
the cries of children and the terrible 
imprecation ef men arese the hearse 
shouts of the firemen as they pee 
rushed into the very midst of danger 
and faced death in its most terrible 
form. Their exertions were unavail- 
ing, however, and the fire pursued its 
relentless course down Buel, Spriag 
and Main streets. The Jackson house, 
Jack Perry's saleon and the adjoin- 
ing barber shop eseaped as by a mira- 
cle, but the remaining portion ef the 
town embraced within the streets 
above named was within the period of 
two hours a mass of blackened ruins, 
and the fire only stopped when it 
reached the end of Main street, at the 
foundry, and on Spring street above 
Mrs. Dennis’, and on Paul street at its 
terminus. Phis embraces the best

THE SENTINEL OFFICE. 


For the second time in its brief histo- 

, the Sentinel passed through the 
al ordeal, but this time with more 
success than upen tle first occasion. 
Although scarcely twenty minutes 
elapsed from the breaking out of the 
fire until it reached the office, nearly 
all eur material had been moved inte 
the stone building in the rear, and the 
iron deor hastily closed. After the 
fire it was discovered that the frame 
of the rear door had been burned, and 
the covering of a job press singed, and 
that the building escaped appears al- 
most a miracle.

in our public scheol, was the first to 
ignite, and the flames pursued their 
way unchecked to the mountain side. 
The whole number ef buildings de- 
atroyed reached fully three hundred. 
Ne more thrilling spectacle could have 
been when the fire was at it its hight, 
ard the seething, rearing flames were 
carried aleng at almost lightning speed 
by the hurricane. 


A BEAUTIFUL SIGHT. 


No more beautiful-sight was ever 
seen than when the fire climbed the 
mountain side and communicated to 
the sage brush. The mountain leoked 
as though it were detted with camp 
fires, and many an old soldier’s heart 
beat with the recellections of a day 
almest forgotten, as he gazed upon the 
scene. 

THE CAUSALITIBS. 


As far as learned, ne serious results 
eccurred to human life, save the burn- 
ing ef Mr. Moch, of Moch’s restau- 
rant. The flames spread so rapidly 
that ne ene thought of Mr. Moch, 
and the first intimation he had gf the 
fire was when the flames reacligt his 
reom. Death put an end to hig suffer- 
ing last night. 

Mr. Frank Aldersen was badly 
burned while trying to save his house- 
hold goods. 

Billy Mulich, foreman of Rescue 
No. I, had his feot badly injured by 
having the hose carriage run over it. 

Joe Winzell was slightly burned 
trying te save some househeld goods. 

Dick Ryland was struck in the eye 
by a stream from a hose, and was 
slightly injured. 

Tommy Douglas also suffers from 
an injured eye, but beyond these 
cases we learned of no further iujuries 
sustained by any one. 

Judge Hubbard's family had a nar-

A HEROINE, 


When the fire first broke out Mrs. 
A. Skillman, the wife of our junior 
proprietor, had retired, but on awak- 
realized the danger to be encountered, 
and immediately prepared to meet it. 
While friends stood listless! y around, 
prepared to see their houses swept 
away, she seized a bucket, and mount- 
ing the roef ef her house soon satur- 
ated it with water, and thereby saved 
it frem igniting. Her example was 
contagious, and Mr. J. S. Whitton’s 
residence was also saved through her 
exertions. 


THE ORIGIN OF THE FIRE. 


There is a difference of opinion as 
te how the fire originated. fFrst re- 
ports placed it in the bakery next to 
the Opera house, but other accounts 
locate it in the green reem of the 
Opera house. Mr. Bartlett says the 
hall had not been unlocked since t 
night of the eld folks’ concert, and ‘if 
it did start there it must have been 
the work of an incendiary. Mr. Dan. 
QO’ Rourke, who was ene of the firs: on 
the ground, is positive in his assertien 
that the flames first broke out ina 
building in the rear of the Eureka 
bakery. How it did originate will in 
all probability always by a matter of 
conjecture. 


AMUSING SCENES. 


Seme amusing and ridiculeus scenes 
occurred during the fire. We saw 
half a dozen men Jugging the top of a 
dressing bureau outside the reach of 
the flames, utterly oblivious of the fact 
that the glass had been broken out and 
the frame was comparatively worth- 
less. 

A woman attempted to carry a show 
case to the tep of Nob Hill, and be- 
fore she reached her destination she 
had scattered the contents oa the 
road, and had only an empty cage fer 
her trouble. 

Men and women could be seen on 
Clark street putting on their nether 
garments, utterly eblivious ef the sur 
rounding crowd. 


THE FIREMEN. 


From first to last the firemen worked 
nobly, and added many new laurels to 
to those already nobly earned. The 
Hoeks and Koaicks ran their hose 
through Clark and up Buel, and 
fought the flames until the intense 
heat compelled them to retreat, and 
they were obliged to abandon their 
hose, which was destroyed. Tommy 
Douglas held the nozzle antil it was se 
het that his hands blistered. One 
thing, however, was painfully appar- 
ent, and that is they need a common 
head or chief.
